Another Triumph for Common Sense 


By a peculiar quirk of the Legal Aid (General) Regulations, 
1950 (now revoked), the Legal Aid Fund for many years made 
a small profit in a few cases. If an assisted person's solicitor 
had failed to obtain the authority of the area committee to 
obtain expert evidence, or to take any other step for which 
prior authority was necessary, it was still possible for the 
fee to be allowed as between party and party, although the 
unfortunate solicitor could not recover it on the legal aid 
taxation. The Legal Aid Fund therefore kept it. This was 
manifestly absurd but no one was disposed to challenge the 
ruling until this year. In Ullah v. Hall Line, Lid. (see p. 1034, 
ante), Davies, J., held that the fee of an expert witness, not 
authorised by the area committee but allowed as between 
party and party and paid into the Legal Aid Fund, could 
properly be paid out to the assisted person’s solicitor. We 
suggest that all solicitors who over the past ten years have 
been mulcted in this way should now apply for reimbursement. 
The situation has been altered radically by the revocation of 
the old regulations and their replacement by the Legal Aid 
(General) Regulations, 1960. Regulation 15 sets out a very 
limited number of matters which still require the authority 
of the area committee ; these are adding a party, lodging an 
interlocutory appeal, instructing more than one counsel and 
setting up or setting off or replying to a cross action other 
than one capable of being pleaded as a defence. All costs 
and disbursements in respect of these, unless previously 
authorised by the area committee or allowed as between 
party and party, cannot be recovered. All other matters 
which used to require the approval of the area committee 
can be left to the discretion of the taxing master, but if a 
solicitor is in any doubt he may ask for the prior authority 
of the area committee, which, if given, removes the discretion 
of the taxing master, who must allow the item. This ability 
to get covered extends not only to specific items which 
formerly required authority but to any act unusual in its 
nature or involving unusually large expenditure. In other 
words, by taking a calculated risk an assisted person's solicitor 
can dispense with a substantial amount of paper; equally 
he can cover himself with the authority of the area committee 
if he wishes.

By Any Other Name 


CERTAIN French champagne houses have won the second 
round in their fight to prevent the Costa Brava Wine Co., 
Ltd., of London, from passing off wine made in Spain, or 
from grapes grown in Spain, as “ Spanish champagne.”’ Last 
Friday, DANCKWERTS, J., in a reserved judgment in Bollinger 
and Others v. Costa Brava Wine Co., Lid. (1960), The Times, 
17th December, recalled that the sale in this country of wine 
described by the defendant company was the subject of a 
‘ix-day hearing at the Central Criminal Court on charges 
under the Merchandise Marks Acts resulting in an acquittal 
in November, 1958. The plaintiffs claimed that the wine 
grown in the Champagne district of France and produced by a 
process controlled by French law had for a long time been 
known to the trade and public in this country as “‘ champagne,”’ 
and as such had acquired a high reputation. The substantial 
defence of the company was that the addition of the word 
‘“‘ Spanish ”’ showed that it was not a wine produced in France 
so that “Spanish champagne ’’ was not capable of being 
mistaken for champagne produced in France. Describing this 
as a fairly specious argument, his lordship said that it had been 
plainly established to his satisfaction that ‘‘ champagne ”’ 
here meant the wine produced in the Champagne district 
and had not come to mean a type of wine, whatever might be 
the situation of some other French wines in this respect. 
Accordingly he granted the plaintiffs the injunction which they 
sought. It appears that the same wine is sold in Spain as 
“ Perelada.” The disappearance of the word “ champagne ”’ 
from the bottles will not spoil the Christmas of the company’s 
English customers. The expected taste will remain as similar 
or dissimilar to champagne as it was before. 


Mr. Isaac Foot 


FOUNDER of a well-known Plymouth firm of solicitors, the 
Rt. Hon. Isaac Foot died on 12th December at the age of 
eighty. Achieving fame in the political field, Mr. Foot was 
also successful in building up a practice since his admission 
in 1902.

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THE ONE-ARMED BANDIT AND THE LAW 


lHe aim of this article is to outline the effect of changes 
to be made in the law of gaming in England and Wales when 
Pts. Il and III of the Betting and Gaming Act, 1960, are 
in force on Ist January, 1961 (S.I. 1960 No. 1556). The 
penalties and enforcement of the Act, and the changes in the 
law relating to lotteries and billiards, are not considered. 

lhe law of gaming was almost entirely created by statute, 
since all games, except possibly cockfighting, were lawful at 
common law. As, however, no statutory definitions of 
‘common gaming house ’’ or “ gaming ” were provided, the 
application of these statutes depended largely upon judicial 
interpretation. By the interpretation section (s. 28) of the 
1960 Act these terms have been redefined. Further, the 
common-law rule as expressed in Jenks v. Turpin (1884), 
13 O.B.D. 505 that premises where a large number of 
persons are invited habitually to congregate for the purpose 
of gaming are deemed to be a common gaming house, is 
expressly abolished (s. 15). 

The main effect of Pts. II and III of the 1960 Act, which is 
based on the recommendations of the Royal Commission on 
Betting, Lotteries, and Gaming, 1949-51 (Cmd. 8190), is to 
sweep away the existing law making it a criminal offence to 
take part in certain forms of gaming, and to replace it with 
new provisions. To this end are repealed (s. 15) the statutes 
governing gaming, unlawful games, and gaming houses, 
which date as far back as 1541, when “An Acte for 
Mayntenance of Artillarie and debarringe of unlauful Games ”’ 
sought to revive skill in archery by preventing waste of time 
over “‘ newe and craftye games and playes '’—tennis, bowls, 
and card-playing. However, the 1960 Act does not affect 
s. 18 of the Gaming Act, 1845, which declares null and void all 
gaming and wagering contracts. 


General provisions for gaming 


For the purposes of the 1960 Act, “ gaming "’ is defined as 
“the playing of a game of chance for winnings in money or 
money's worth” (s. 28). Any such gaming is lawful if the 
three conditions of s. 16 (1) are satisfied. First, the game 
must, by its very nature, be one in which every player has 
an equal chance of winning, or, if it is possible to play it 
so that the chances are not equal, the game must in fact 
be so conducted that the chances were equal. Secondly, 
all money or money's worth which is put down as a stake, 
used to pay losses or to “ buy ”’ tokens used in play, must 
be paid out as winnings to the players. Thirdly, unless the 
gaming is carried on as the activity of a club, no entrance 
fee or other payment in money or kind must be required from 
anyone taking part. If carried on as a club activity, any 
payment which is made to allow a person to take part in the 
gaming must have been fixed beforehand, and must be the 
only charge made, other than an annual subscription for 
membership. The club itself must not be constituted as a 
temporary organisation, nor must the membership be 
temporary, and every person taking part in the gaming must 
either have applied (or been nominated) for membership 
twenty-four hours previously, or be a “ bona fide guest ” 
of an existing member (s. 16 (7)). 

If the first of these conditions is broken an offence is only 
committed if ten or more persons were present at the gaming. 
An offence is also committed where any charge is made for 
entry to premises where gaming is carried on, and, once 
evidence has been given that gaming took place, s. 16 (2) of 


the Act places on the defence the onus of proving that such 
gaming was lawful. Where unlawful gaming has taken place 
not only are the organisers and “ anyone who took part in 
procuring the assembly of the players ” guilty of an offence, 
but so too is any person who, knowing or having reasonable 
cause to suspect that unlawful gaming would take place, 
allowed his premises to be used by a person who committed 
an offence in connection with gaming (s. 16 (4)). Any person 
who is present where unlawful gaming takes place in order to 
take part in it is also guilty unless the only irregularity is 
that some payment was made in order to take part in the 
gaming, and the person charged proves that he neither made 
nor undertook to make any such payment, and that he 
neither knew nor had reasonable cause to suspect that any 
other person was required to do so. Once evidence is given 
that a person was present at any gaming, the onus is upon 
him to show that he was there for some purpose entirely 
unconnected with the gaming (s. 16 (5)). 

Finally, gaming may not take place in the street or in any 
other place to which the public has access with or without 
pavment. What constitutes a “ street "’ is defined by s. 18 (3). 


Special protection for young people 

In s. 16 (3) there are special provisions for the protection 
of young people. An offence is committed if a person under 
the age of eighteen is included among the players unless he 
does so with the permission of a parent or guardian and either 
the gaming takes place in a private dwelling-house or in the 
presence of his parent or guardian. It is a defence under 
s. 16 (8) to prove that the person charged neither knew nor 
had reasonable cause to suspect that any of the players were 
under eighteen. 


Gaming and amusement machines 

The Act carefully distinguishes between two types of 
machine : gaming machines and amusement machines. 

A “ gaming machine ”’ is defined by s. 17 (3) as ‘ a machine 
for playing a game of chance, being a game which requires no 
action by any player other than the actuation or manipulation 
of the machine.”” It is quite clear that these machines are 
illegal except in certain clubs under strict safeguards. Thus 
‘one-armed bandits’ or “ fruit machines ’’ and multiple- 
odds machines are unlawful on any premises to which the 
public has access, e.g., in licensed premises, restaurants, 
cafés, dance-halls or coffee-bars, or on any premises which are 
used wholly or mainly by persons under eighteen years of age, 
e.g., youth clubs. These machines are only lawful if certain 
conditions are satisfied. All stake money, apart from what 
is paid to winning players, must be used “ for purposes 
other than private gain,” e.g., the profits are paid into club 
funds which in turn are used for the benefit of the members 
collectively. Not more than two machines may be installed 
in any one building {which includes a courtyard or part of a 
building occupied by one person), and the stake required 
to work a machine must not exceed sixpence (s. 17 (2)). 


If these conditions are not satisfied, any person who, 
knowing or having reasonable cause to suspect that the 
premises would be used for gaming, either caused or allowed 
a machine to be installed or let the premises to a person by 
whom a gaming offence was committed, is guilty of an offence 
under s. 17 (1). 
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As an exception, gaming machines are not forbidden at 
certain non-commercial entertainments (bazaars and fétes, 
etc.), nor at commercial entertainments (travelling 
fairs) subject to the various conditions set out below 
the other hand, lawful.

Where one of these conditions has been broken, any person 
who provided or conducted the amusement shall be guilty 
of an offence unless he proves that the contravention occurred 
without his consent or connivance and that he exercised all 
due diligence to prevent a breach (s. 24 (2)) 


Miscellaneous provisions 

Che playing of dominoes or cribbage is allowed on licensed 
premises by s. 19 of the 1960 Act, except that the licensing 
justices have a discretion to impose such restrictions as they 
consider necessary to ensure that the stakes are not high and 
that customers are not attracted primarily by the opportunities 
for gaming. Further, by s. 26 (2) of the Act so much of the 
Gaming Act, 1845, as prevents a billiard room on premises 
licensed under the Licensing Act, 1953, from being used for 
other purposes when the playing of billiards is prohibited, 
is repealed. 

Local authorities are forbidden to maintain or subsidise 
any premises which are habitually used for gaming, unless 
they are used only for amusements with prizes and have 
been granted a permit under the Third Schedule to the Act 
This section, s. 22, would therefore prohibit any enterprising 
local authority from running a casino 

rhe law of gaming is probably clearer now than at any 
time since 1541, and in legislating for the modern, mechanical 
‘one-armed bandit,’’ Parliament has moved a long way from 
discriminating against those “ craftye tennis 
and bowls which were sapping the military prowess of Tudor 
England.

impugning these, the decree may be reversed. The verdicts of 
juries are generally acquiesced in, perhaps because they are 
given without reasons. An equity judge, who has to determine 
questions of fact, cannot follow that course; but there is no 
necessity for his stating from his tribunal all that passed through 
his mind during his deliberations with all his doubts and 
wanderings. I will further venture to declare my hearty con- 
currence in the opinion frequently expressed by one of the most 
distinguished of my predecessors, Lord Chancellor Brougham, 
that when, on account of the importance and difficulty of a case, 
judges, after having heard it argued at the bar, take time for 
consideration, they will do well in delivering a _ written 
judgment.”

EMINENT winners of the John Mackrell Prize have already 
made their contributions to this Journal, and added appre- 
cilably to the light of legal learning which it diffuses. This, 
however, it must be confessed, is an offering shorn of the 
slightest attempt to display any fascinating sidelights upon 
the knowledge of the law. It is a mere series of discursive 
reflections from one who has reached the end of the road : 
from one, in other words, who is on the verge of retirement. 


My practice has been sold, I have installed my successor, 
and now, a middle-aged solicitor, I can turn and direct my 
gaze upon the long road I have travelled since I commenced 
my arduous journey upon it a third of a century ago. It 
is a far cry to that day, in 1926, when I heard that my name 
had been added to the list of those who had achieved the 
John Mackrell Prize. Truth compels the admission that this 
success could only have come to me simply and solely because 
an astounding good fortune decreed that the examination 
papers included probably the only questions I could have 
correctly answered. 


To me, young, full of hope, and equally full of a doubtless 
unmerited self-confidence, with. admission and _ practising 
certificates as my passports, the way ahead seemed clear. 
Following a brief period of partnership came the vital decision 
to practice on my own account alone. That I have done 
through all the long years which followed, save only for the 
totally different life in the Army during the last war; until, 
with a twinge of sadness I shall never forget, retirement 
brought with it the realisation that my practising certificate 
was no longer to be renewed.

No doubt it is impossible to generalise; but, 
looking back, I can see that mine were vague and unformed 
Success, of course, was assured, as it always is to the young ; 
but what form it was to take was never clearly defined. 
There was no need to be concerned, in any event. There 
was plenty of time. Old age was far, far away. Then, too, 
folk of course there were who reached declining 
years and lost their youth—but that was surely due to some 
mysterious carelessness on their part; it could not apply 
tome. Apart altogether from this, there was another reason 
why ambition could have no chance to formulate itself : 
the ever-increasing demands of work. The ceaseless struggle 
to overcome the myriad problems of each day left no time to 
contemplate the wider vista. Such is the common lot of the 
busy practitioner: to conclude each day’s work by the end 
of that day is sufficient strain in itself, and reflection upon 
the broader issues of philosophy must await the opportunity 
that never comes. The years go by, with a speed that 
increases with their passing. The practice and the staff 
expand, as also does the physical girth! Youth passes, 
and middle age takes its place. The bank balance, too, 
but ever to be subjected to the gnawings of 
of inflation.

imperious need to channel the flow of work before its stream 
becomes an unmanageable flood and bursts its banks. 

The finest is a happy 
home life; and another the sense of achievement which a 
successful practice brings. 


Looking back, as now in ny leisure I can do, I am struck 
by the ever-increasing complexity of the law, due to the 
multiplicity of statutes which emerge from Parliament in a 
spate which seems never-ending. Practising as a solicitor 
was a simple matter in 1930, by comparison with the lot 
of a practitoner in 1960, Whether many of the measures 
which have now become law constitute real reforms is a matter 
of opinion. I only know that | have mine 


Looking back, I am struck, too, by the tremendous difficulty 
which now prevails in obtaining staff. Years ago, a vacancy 
could be filled with ease. Now, alas, the replacement of a 
managing clerk, or even a typist, involves a long and dreary 
quest, with success at the end of that quest a matter of 
satisfaction verging almost upon jubilation 


Furthermore, I can detect inevitable lowering of 
our standards. Letters must sometimes now be sent bearing 
corrections which, in days gone by, would have entailed their 
being typed afresh. An the more 
halcyon times would have been prepared on the day it was 
required must now, perforce, suffer a delay of several days 
before it is forthcoming. As I sometimes browse in the store- 
room of old files, I am occasionally filled with melancholy. So 
many clients now passed away, whom once I knew when they 
were hale and hearty men and women! Wandering in that 
store-room among the files of greater antiquity is like wandering 
in a city of the dead. More happily, there is the realisation 
that, in very many of those cases, I have been privileged as 
time went by to deal with the affairs of their children; and 
even, in some instances, of their grandchildren.

I have seen good men prosper and bad men fail—and bad 
men prosper and good men fail. I have seen exultation, and 
I have seen despair. Like the billiard-marker, I have stood 
aside, and marked many things besides the score 

Now it is finished ! 

Hundreds, indeed probably thousands, of men and women 
have I interviewed, and have I seen opposite me at my office 
desk, in the course of a long and busy professional career. 
Now I shall see no more. Another presence is installed in 
the room where once I sought to play my small part in 
moulding in some slight degree the lives of clients rash enough 
to entrust the guidance of their affairs to me. There is 
some sadness for me in these thoughts; but, this notwith- 
standing, there are also some rewards that memories bring 
One of the richest of those rewards, I think, is the recollection 
that it has been my privilege to hear so often in the course 
of my professional life those blessed words, ‘“ We regard you 
as our family solicitor.”

The following conclusions emerge 

1. Our chances of earning over £3,000 a year before we 
are thirty-five are negligible 

2. Our chances of earning over {3,000 a year before we 
are forty are almost as bad 

3. Our chances of earning no more than {800 a year while 
in our thirties are disturbingly high. 

4. Many of us optimistically believe that in our later 
forties we are at our zenith. The energy and enthusiasm 
of youth have not disappeared while we have gained 
experience and achieved maturity. Out of 163 solicitors 
in this age group, forty-three were earning over {3,000 a 
year and 120 less. Seventy-six earned less than {2,000. 


5. We may therefore tell 163 prospective articled clerks 
that thirty years from now at 1957 levels they will probably 
be split as follows :— 

21 will be earning {1,000 a year or under ; 
55 will be earning between £1,000 and {2,000 ; 
44 will be earning between {2,000 and £3,000. 
This disposes of nearly three-quarters. Of the remaining 
quarter, twelve fortunate souls will be earning £6,000 and 
over, leaving thirty-one with between £3,000 and £6,000. 
It is misleading to talk of chances when so much depends on 
ability, but even in our present affluent society it should not 
be discouraging to tell 163 prospective articled clerks that 
over one-quarter will have incomes of over £3,000 by the time 
they are fifty. 


Look forward to your fifties ! 


Perhaps the most encouraging feature of the table is the 
revelation that the situation improves in our fifties. Twenty- 
seven out of ninety-six solicitors in their early fifties earn 
over £3,000, while in their later fifties the comparable figure is 
twenty out of forty-two, so that even at the beginning of our 
decline we can look forward to some material comforts. 
Past sixty the situation is not wholly depressing, because up 
to the age of sixty-five fourteen out of thirty-eight may earn 
over £3,000. Even after the age of sixty-five the number 
declines only slightly. 

Those of us who contemplate the situations vacant columns 
of the prestige newspapers can derive some comfort from 
these figures. As a profession we might well be worse off. 
Comparison with the Bar is difficult because of the tendency 
for successful barristers to become judges with fiscal conse- 
quences which are beyond the scope of this article. Never- 
theless, the figures up to the age of fifty are helpful, and we 
reproduce the barristers’ table.

Remarkable case

of £5 12s, a week. The majority of young people apparently 
give their parents between {1 and {3 a week for their keep, 
and on the average about £3 a week is left to each for dis- 
cretionary spending. The picture is a little different in 
working class areas in the North, where the tradition persists 
that teenagers hand their wage packets to their parents and 
receive pocket money in return. Although in the end result 
the young people there probably receive much the same, the

it helps to provide an identity, or to assist in the sense of 
belonging to a group of contemporaries. Advertising no 
doubt has a great influence on the choice of spending made by 
adolescents. It is in the interests of mass-production industry 
that the demand should be concentrated into as few channels 
as possible, and this has had its effect in narrowing the choice 
before young people. Much advertising to-day is directed 
towards the teenager and this, combined with the attitude 
of empleyers in a period of shortage of manpower, gives 
teenagers a feeling of importance and independence which 
they have never had before. One important way in which a 
youth service could contribute to the well-being of young 
people would be to increase the scope of their spending 
power, encouraging spending which will give not only the 
pleasure of consumption, nor only be aimed at consumption 
for pleasure, but will be more truly liberating and more 
continuously rewarding 

The conditions of full employment will not last for ever, 
and it may be that the youth will have to make 
provision for young people who are subject to the msks of 
periodical unemployment when the “ bulge " passes from the 


service 
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group of secondary schoolchildren to the adolescents of 
working age. Other changes are coming in industry. The 
growth of costly and specialised plant increases the need for 
shift working, and although young people cannot themselves 
be employed on shift work until they reach the age of eighteen, 
they may be affected by the absence of one or even both 
parents from the home during normal leisure hours. This 
means that they are likely to need some substitute for the 
sort of leisure-time activities that might have otherwise 
taken place within the family. Furthermore, the present 
trend suggests that young people can look forward to rather 
more leisure; they are already working shorter hours than 
they did immediately after the war and they appear to be 
less attracted by overtime. On the other hand, young people, 
like the rest of the working population, have to-day a greater 
assurance of continuity of income over their whole working 
life ; all this means a removal of one of the challenges which 
young people face in the world, and this they will seek to 
replace elsewhere than at work. 


“ Saturday Night and Sunday Morning ” 


“ All the rest’s propaganda,” said Alan Sillitoe’s hero, 
seeing his life as nothing more than a week of hard work at 
an exacting and boring job, followed by a week-end given up 
to self-indulgence. There is no doubt that this attitude is 
widespread among young people, but is it true cynicism or 
is it only scepticism? The Albemarle Committee recognise 
the resistance of youth to the appeal of the older generation, 
whether this appeal takes the form of “ selling ’’ them soap, 
records, drink, politics or religion. But.the report sees in this 
very rejection an evidence of fundamental disappointment : 
to-day’s adolescents are much like those of other generations, 
but the gulf that separates them from their elders is probably 
much greater, since their parents were brought up in such 
entirely different conditions, and cannot now accept as of 
right the sort of amenities which seem to be taken for granted 
by the young. Home life has changed, too; in many cases 
both parents go out to work, adolescents have often spent 
their childhood as “latchkey kids,” and many parents are 
so closely wedded to their television sets that they have little 
time or interest to give to their children. There was, however, 
no body of evidence before the committee sufficient to suggest 
that teenagers as a whole have rejected family life: although 
the life of prosperous irresponsibility led by most adolescents 
might seem very attractive, early marriages are now a common- 
place, and in general the marriages themselves seem much 
like those of other generations. The committee found that 
the picture of the younger generation painted in newspapers 
and books is very largely distorted: it is easier to note 
obvious instances of anti-social behaviour than to realise 
how much worse might well have happened, in present condi- 
tions, had young people not made so many positive, often 
unconscious, decisions to ignore the appeal of a “ couldn’t- 
care-less ” philosophy or to resist the unworthy but shiny 
temptation of a materialistic society. It is the aberrations 
of a small proportion of young people which find their way 
into the headlines, while the more positive and worthwhile 
activities go unpublished because they are thought to be 
dull. Undoubtedly many young people do use the excuse 
of a rapidly changing society as a justification for indifference, 
selfishness or irresponsibility. Perverse social forces cannot 
be held to blame for the less restrained behaviour of some 
young people ; change should be a challenge, not a master, 
and it is for the youth service to help young people to meet 
the challenge of a changing world. 
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What should a youth service provide ? 


From all the evidence, the committee conclude that a 
youth service is more than justified to-day ; the combination 
of an unusually fluid society with increasing organisation 
makes young people need, more than ever before, something 
to fill the gap between schooldays and full adult responsi- 
bilities. Association and training should be the twin aims 
of the movement. The fundamental task of the service is 
to encourage young people to come together into groups of 
their own choosing, and this must precede any further training. 
Adolescence is the time to learn to live in company with 
one’s fellow men, and if the opportunity is missed then, 
this ability will never be developed. Commitment to group 
or club membership is valuable in itself, because however 
slight the obligations accepted they can give a sense of purpose, 
which is what many young people are seeking. Even the 
slight commitment required by club membership is too much 
to expect of some of the wary and deeply estranged young 
people, and the committee suggest that experiments should 
be made to cater for this particular class : a tentative approach 
must be made at first, but by the strategically sited coffee 
bar and the drop-in club where they can pay by the evening, 
they may gradually be drawn into a new sort of loyalty from 
the one which they are prepared to give to their own gangs. 

Another need provided by association is the opportunity 
for counsel. Adolescents need advice more than most 
people, and although they are more resistant to the reception 
of it from their own elders, there is evidence that they will 
accept advice, when given informally and by people whom 
they have learnt to trust, within the youth service. 

It is very important that the principle of self-determination 
should be conceded. The young must not be allowed to feel 
that by joining a club they forfeit the opportunity of doing 
things in the way they like. They must inevitably feel in some 
clubs at least that all the basic decisions have been made and 
they are unable to influence the club in any way. The growth 
of spontaneous but ephemeral units, which may spring up 
and passionately absorb the energies of the members for two 
or three years and then fade away, should be accepted as 
ap important part of the youth service. 

Older people have their own forms of club life, and the 
youth service must create such club-like provision for those 
who cannot do it for themselves. This means that the 
facilities must not be limited to a gymnasium, a table-tennis 
room and a canteen ; an attempt should be made to approxi- 
mate the facilities offered to those of a college union: good 
decoration, modern appearance, a coffee bar rather than a 
canteen, and small rooms where self-programming groups 
can meet should be the aim. In many cases the most success- 
ful forms of association will include ‘ getting away from it 
all,” and such projects as camping or travelling across Europe 
by hired lorry can be of special value to social development. 
National Service gave young men an opportunity to try out 
radically different ways of life, and with the ending of National 
Service the youth service should try to replace some at least 
of these lost opportunities. 


Training 


Training can take many different forms: physical recrea- 
tion, preparation for adult life, the development of other 
skills and interests can all find their place. The danger is 
recognised that philistinism may develop in youth organisa- 
tions owing to an excessive admiration for physical achieve- 
ment and love of social life. The difficulty of preventing 
this arises from the existence of two cultures in the land— 
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a mass media culture determined by press, radio, television 
and film, the minority “culture of the cultivated.”’ 
Anything which even remotely suggests the latter is met with 
immediate antagonism, but efforts have been made, and made 
successfully, to develop music, art and crafts in both schools 
and clubs, It would greatly help the growth of such interests 
if public libraries, museums and art galleries remained open 
until 10 p.m. on at least some nights of the week, but this is 
difficult while the library and other services remain under- 
staffed. Preperation for adult life can be made in 
different ways 


and 


many 
both group discussion and individual counsell- 
ing can play their part, and a wider interest in public affairs 
can be instilled by bringing in young people from outside the 
clubs with political and other interests. Preparation for 
marriage and home-making may be regarded mainly as the 
responsibility of parents, but advice on personal problems, 
furnishing, budgeting and maintenance may all be 
usefully given. In this field clubs can be greatly helped by 
young married couples who are themselves making a success 
of their life together. 

Making facilities available for all these activities requires 
the expenditure of money, and the report stresses the great 
importance of adequate capital grants in setting up new clubs. 
Uniess the premises compare favourably wit. the new standards 
expected by young people of to-day, they will not attract

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friction or inconvenience. Where specially designed youth 
centres are built they should contain, in addition to a coffee 
bar and large rooms for dancing and games, a number of small 
rooms for informal meetings and, if possible, workshops and 
studios. The latter might well bring in some of the unattached, 
who want to pursue their hobbies by themselves but are 
unable to do so because they have not the space available 
for housing the necessary equipment. The residential centre 
is regarded as important: there should be two kinds, the 
permanent centre with sufficient accommodation for group 
studies, which can be used for courses of all sorts, and the 
simpler hostel or base camp, such as is found in several 
European countries, which is suitable 
for short periods. 

Facilities for physical recreation are in short supply. 
The committee recommends that youth committees should 
work in closer relationship with the parks and gardens com- 
mittees—-parks committees, which often work jointly with 
cemetery committees, become dedicated only too easily to 
the task of keeping people off or under the grass. Parks tend 
to shut just when most people are beginning their leisure, at 
least in the winter months, and it is suggested that public 
enclosures, with changing accommodation and _ perhaps 
club-house facilities, would be of great assistance in enlarging 
the opportunity of physical recreation. Many activities 
which have until now been the prerogative of a well-to-do 
minority—canoeing, fencing, golf, mountaineering, sailing, 
ski-ing, water ski-ing—could now be made available to much 
larger numbers of wage-earners, who would eventually meet 
the cost themselves provided the expense of initial equipment 
could be overcome.

HERE AND THERE 


ERGOPHOBIA 


‘‘ LAZINESS,” says a character in that ever delightful French 
film César, “ laziness is a disease too, perhaps the worst one 
of all." I suppose it must be nearly thirty years ago since 
it was made and because it is a comedy, probably no one 
noticed at the time the profound medico-psychological 
significance of this intuitive discovery. It was much too far 
ahead of its time. Only now are we beginning to catch up 
with it. Doubtless, to the learned and the well-informed, 
ergophobia has long been a daily commonplace, a complaint 
as familiar as lumbago or bronchitis. Perhaps at the great 
teaching hospitals there are research scholarships in ergo- 
phobia. In one of the more enlightened modern universities 
there is probably even a Chair of Ergophobia—an easy chair. 
Anyhow, ergophobia is only now coming into the open with 
a most humane and forward-looking proposal which an 
educated public opinion can hardly fail to endorse. Ergo- 
phobia, by the way, is an abnormal aversion to work, and 
when a Dr. C. B. R. Pollock organised a survey of 300 youths 
at the Portland Borstal, ergophobia was found to be the 
highest common factor among them. One of the forms of 
treatment which he suggests is that any boy who can prove 
to the satisfaction of a court that he suffers from incurable 
ergophobia should be accorded a State allowance of £500 a 
year out of public funds. Thus he would be rescued from the 
horns of the intolerable dilemma of choosing between working 
and stealing. The proposition, the doctor assures us, is 
perfectly economic since it costs {500 a year to keep a boy 
at Borstal anyway, not counting the cost of prosecution, 
probation, welfare and psychiatric treatment. 


SPLENDID PROPOSAL 
Tuus does medical science broaden its horizons aad ours too. 
It seems a long time ago since kleptomania was a novelty 
making its shy and half-apologetic entrance into the courts. 
At first it figured principally as a complaint of well-to-do 
old ladies who wanted what they wanted in the shops without 
the bother of paying for it. Then hand in hand along came 


psychiatry and the Welfare State, providing every class of 
accused person with a rich and interesting variety of psycho- 
logical ailments suitable for every form of legal aberration. 
The very juvenile delinquents, whatever else they may or 
may not have learnt at school, have got the terminology pat, 
or anyhow, bits of it, and can overawe a sympathetic Bench 
with the assurance that they are psychopathic cases, helpless 
and hapless victims of society, of their parents, of their school 
teachers. It will not take them long to learn all about 
ergophobia, its cause and the attractions of its proposed 
treatment. You will note that the treatment is not regarded 
as a cure, since it will only be given to those who are by 
definition incurable. The cases so recognised will represent 
a defeat for medical science and medical science is always loth 
to acknowledge itself defeated. But, even so, the proposal 
has a boldness, an originality and a novelty which must 
exercise an irresistible appeal for a generation obsessed with 
the idea that the greatest of all evils is “ putting the clock 
back.” It has all the boldness and originality of giving an 
incurable drunkard the free run of the public houses or an 
incurable kleptomaniac the free run of the shops. 


SAD CASE 


To give a rounded picture of the learned doctor's proposals, 
it is right to add that alternative forms of treatment which 
he proposes (presumably for the curable) are a compulsory 
spell of extra hard work or else a long compulsory deprivation 
of any sort of work at all so as to sicken patients of idieness. 
I approach the conclusions of learned specialists with all 
becoming humility, but perhaps, as a chronic sufferer from 
ergophobia from my childhood upwards, I may benefit 
science by a brief glance at my own case history. Although 
(with incredible reluctance) I absorbed enough Greek to have 
known what ergophobia meant if I had ever met the word, 
I remained lamentably ignorant of the fact that I was 
nourishing the seeds of this deadly disease. The treatment 
which I received at school may not have effected a cure but 
it certainly eliminated some of the worst symptoms. Emerging 
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into the outer world, I remained unconsciou

Rayden's Practice and Law in the Divorce Division. 
Eighth Edition. Edited by Josern Jackson, M.A., LL.B. 
(Cantab.), LL.M. (Lond.), of the Middle Temple, Barrister-at- 
Law, and D. H. Corcatr, LL.B. (Lond.), of the Probate and 
Divorce Registry. pp. cxii, 1622 and (Index) 160. 1960. 
London: Butterworth & Co. (Publishers), Ltd. £7 7s. net. 


When a book acquires the status of Rayden, as the recognised 
reference book throughout the Divorce Division, its editors 
bear a heavy responsibility. They must preserve the book’s 
omniscience by including all the latest cases and statutes, whilst 
at the same time retaining as far as possible its general plan so 
that the layout is familiar and reference easy. Supplements are 
necessary evils, and a new edition is always to be preferred, and 
the editors of Rayden have wisely brought out this eighth edition 
although only three years have passed since the previous one. 
In those three years there has been a mass of legislation, some 
codifying and some quite new, and much of the seventh edition 
was already obsolete when its second supplement was published. 
To bring the law up to date as at Ist July, 1960, it has been 
necessary to enlarge the book by several hundred pages, but 
happily there has been no corresponding increase in weight : 
indeed, those who are forced to spend many hours standing out- 
side courts clasping Rayden, or have to drag its dead weight 
about in their circuit bags, will be delighted to hear that the new 
edition weighs 24 ounces less than the old, a result achieved by 
the use of thinner paper and not by any alteration in the type. 

The main legislation since the last edition has been in the 
provisions for child maintenance and in the law relating to 
magistrates’ courts. The Matrimonial Proceedings (Magistrates’ 
Courts) Act, 1960, codifying all the statute law on summary 
jurisdiction in magistrates’ courts, has necessitated a completely 
new chapter, which now comes conveniently at the end of the 
text. The chapter headed “ Wilful Neglect to Maintain,”’ which 
related to proceedings under s. 23 of the Matrimonial Causes 
Act, 1950, has been greatly enlarged under the title of ‘ Other 
Financial Relief,’ and now includes important sections on 
maintenance agreements and maintenance out of estate, made 
necessary by the Maintenance Agreements Act, 1957, and the 
Matrimonial Causes (Property and Maintenance) Act, 1958. 

The Appendix of Forms and Precedents has been added to and 
revised—but Mr. H. Phunky still asks for “ such further and 
other relief as may be just '’—and the chapter on Taxation of 
Costs has been completely re-written in the light of the Supreme 
Court Costs Rules, 1959, and the Legal Aid (General) Regulations, 
1960. Once again, the index must receive high praise: it is 
the key to the whole book, and its completeness and excellence 
of arrangement will continue to make Rayden a pleasure to use 
until, in a few years’ time, we hold in our hands yet another edition 
of the old friend. If the statute and case law increase at the 
present rate, the authors will have to consider the possibility of 
dividing the book into two volumes. Nobody wants this—we 
shall never have the right volume in court at the right time— 
but there must come a point when the normal able-bodied lawyer 
can no longer carry about in one book all the law relating to 
matrimonial proceedings. 


Juvenile Justice. By Ora Nyguist, LL.D., Assistant 
Professor of Criminal Policy, University of Uppsala. Cambridge 
Studies in Criminology, edited by L. Rapztnowicz, LL.D., 
Vol. X11. pp. xxii and 302. 1960. London: Macmillan & Co., 
Ltd. £2 10s, net. 


The report of the Ingleby Committee and the new Criminal 
Justice Bill are evidence of the present interest in the problem 
of juvenile crime in this country, and the publication of this 
book by a young Swedish penologist will stimulate further 
discussion on the best method of dealing with the young offender. 
From the sub-titl—‘‘ A Comparative Study with Special 
Reference to the Swedish Child Welfare Board and the California 
Juvenile Court System "—it will be seen that this book deals 
with only two systems of juvenile law, both of them very different 
from our own; nevertheless, the subject-matter is of vital 
importance to all who are concerned with the present florescence 
of juvenile crime. The Ingleby Committee spent a good deal 
of time in considering the Swedish Child We Boards, but 
finally recommended that our juvenile courts worked well enough 
and should not be replaced boards on the Swedish model. 


For those who want to know in detail the system which the 
committee rejected, this book provides the answer—and a good 
deal more. 

The essential difference between the English system and those 
adopted by Sweden and California is that they bring the young 
delinquent before non-criminal judicial agencies, whether they be 
called juvenile courts, as in California, or child welfare boards, 
as in Sweden. In both countries the composition of the bodies 
concerned with the young offender is the same as that of the 
courts dealing with adults. In Sweden the jurisdiction of the 
boards extends only to juveniles so delinquent that special 
training measures are required for their reclamation, whereas in 
California the juvenile courts have jurisdiction over all offenders 
under twenty-one, regardless of any need for special training. 
In practice this is a distinction without a difference, since all 
young offenders can be said to be in need of some sort of training. 
The point is that in both California and Sweden the emphasis 
is on guardianship and training rather than punishment. The 
Ingleby Committee found that it was becoming increasingly 
difficult in this country to distinguish between puuishment and 
treatment, but our methods have gone nothing like as far as 
those of California and Sweden towards the remedial approach 
to juvenile crime. 

Most of this book is higily technica!, and will only appeal to 
those whose interest in juveniles is both professional and 
profound. But in the chapter ‘“ Teleological Aspects”’ the 
author discusses the factors which must be regarded when 
deciding on a method of dealing with juvenile offenders, and all 
who are disturbed about our present system will find this a 
valuable assessment of problems which are the same in every 
country. The type of “ clientéle "’ dealt with by the courts or 
welfare boards, the requirement of legal security ior the general 
population, and parental responsibility are all discussed, and the 
alternative methods available are set out and analysed. While 
it cannot be pretended that this book will have any wide appeal, 
it is a valuable work of reference which will be essential reading 
for any who set themselves up as authorities on juvenile delin- 
quency. Magistrates sitting in juvenile courts, and probation 
and welfare officers, would find much in it of value and interest.

The second edition of this useful little book has appeared at a 
time when practitioners will most need its help owing to the very 
considerable changes in the practice and procedure of the Court of 
Protection consequent upon the coming into force of the Mental 
Health Act, 1959. After a very helpful section on preliminary 
matters such as when the appointment of a receiver may be 
unnecessary, who should be proposed as receiver and where the 
directions of the court are required urgently, the subsequent 
chapters of the book trace the procedure from appointment 
through the various aspects of general matters to discharge of 
receiver on the recovery or death of the patient. Forms are 
included where appropriate and the fees are noted as each topic 
is dealt with. t the solicitor who only infrequently has 
business in the Court of Protection will find is that the book does 
not confine itself to telling him ‘“ how to do it,’’ but also tells 
him.“ what to do.” The chapter on real and leasehold property 
will be of help to conveyancers who occasionally have a transaction 
where one of the parties is a patient under the court's jurisdiction. 

One aspect in which, it is suggested, this and, indeed, all books 
on Court of Protection practice might be improved is in the form 
and context of medical affidavits. It is, perhaps, not appre- 
ciated how much the patient’s medical attendant, if a general 
practitioner, will look to the solicitor for guidance as to the facts 
and other matters which it is necessary to cover in the medical 
evidence. If a few examples of completed medical affidavits 
could be included or some indication given of the detail which it 
is necessary for the doctor to cover, it is thought that this would 
go a long way towards resolving many of the doubts which occur 
both to the doctor and the solicitor in preparing papers for the 
court.

Court of Appeal 


LANDLORD AND TENANT: WHETHER COM- 
PETENT FOR FREEHOLDERS TO GRANT LEASE 
BY PAROL TO THEMSELVES 
Rye v. Rye 

Lord Evershed, M.R., Harman and Donovan, L.J J. 
4th November, 1960 
Appeal from Buckley, J 


In 1942 freehold premises in Golden Square were conveyed 
to the plaintiff and his brother as tenants in common in equity 
in equal shares. They were then in partnership as solicitors, 
the profits of the partnership being divided between them in 
unequal shares. They agreed to transfer their practice to the 
Golden Square premises, and that the firm should be debited 
with {500 per annum as rent. That sum was payable to them 
in equal shares. According to the evidence no definite time 
was agreed for the tenancy which the plaintiffs alleged was 
then created. His brother having died in 1948, the plaintiff 
continued to carry on the practice on the premises, first in 
partnership with the defendant and afterwards alone. After 
the partnership with the defendant dissolved, the 
defendant continued to occupy a room at the premises where 
he carried on independently the practice of a solicitor. The 
registered proprietors of the freehold of the premises were the 
plaintiff and the executors of his deceased brother, of whom 
the defendant was one. The plaintiff contended that he held 
the entire premises asa yearly tenant, and he claimed possession 
of the room which the defendant occupied. Buckley, J., made 
a declaration that the defendant was not entitled to use and 
occupy any part of the premises. The defendant appealed. 

LorpD EVERSHED, M.R., said that the first thing that sprang 
to mind concerning this case was its extreme artificiality ; for 
here the landlords and the tenants, if they were tenants, were 
the same two persons. It was, therefore, a case in which the 
plaintiff must establish that the two owners of the premises 
did grant an oral tenancy to themselves as tenants. Before 
the passing of the Law of Property Act, 1925, the proposition 
would have been met with insuperable difficulties. In his 
(his lordship’s) opinion, however, the definition of 
‘conveyance and “convey ”’ in s. 205 (1) (ti) of the Law 
of Property Act, 1925, did not require a writing, and, 
accordingly, it was competent for the plaintiff and his brother, 
as freeholders, having regard to the provisions of s. 72 (4) 
of the Act, to grant to themselves by parol a lease for a term 
not exceeding three years. That left for determination the 
question whether in fact such a tenancy was made in 1942. 
Here he differed from Buckley, J., for in his (his lordship’s) 
judgment, on the evidence, it not established that a 
tenancy was created in 1942, and, accordingly, the plaintiffs, 
not having proved a better title to possession, could not 
eject the defendant. The appeal should be allowed. 

HARMAN, L.] concurring, 
‘conveyancing ’’ as defined in s 
Property Act, 1925, did require a writing. But if one looked 
back to ss. 52 and 54 of the Act, he agreed that in that context 
it was required that a letting for three years or under must be 
taken as being a conveyance although made by parol. On 
the facts, he was of opinion that the plaintiff failed to prove 
his case and had not got a good enough title to the property 
to eject the defendant

RENT RESTRICTION : PROLONGED ABSENCE OF 
STATUTORY TENANT DUE TO MENTAL ILLNESS 
Tickner and Another v. Hearn and Another 
22nd November, 1960 

Appeal from Aylesbury County Court. 


Ormerod, Willmer and Upjohn, L.J J. 


An elderly lady, the statutory tenant of a rent-controlled house 
in which she lived with her unmarried daughter, went on a 
temporary visit to another daughter in July, 1954. While there, 
she had a breakdown and was admitted to a mental hospital 
under a summary reception order, suffering from paranoid 
schizophrenia. She remained in the hospital continuously 
thereafter, though by November, 1959, when she was seventy- 
three. she had so far improved as to be regraded to voluntary 
status and became entitled to discharge herself at short notice. 
Her unmarried daughter continued to maintain the house as their 
home. In December, 1959, the landlords, who had purchased the 
house in January of that year, brought proceedings against the 
tenant and her daughter, claiming that in view of her long absence 
the tenant was no longer entitled to the protection of the Rent 
Restrictions Acts, and, as the daughter's right to occupation 
depended on that of her mother, she was also disentitled from 
remaining in possession. The county court judge found that, 
though it was unlikely in view of the tenant’s age and condition 
that she would ever leave the hospital, she had always regarded 
the house as her home and frequently expressed the hope of 
going back there, and that in view of the advances in medical 
treatment and her own improvement the possibility of her return 
to her home one day could not be ruled out. He held that the 
evidence was just sufficient to discharge the onus on the tenant, 
and had satisfied him that there had been no real abandonment 
of possession. The landlords appealed. 


ORMEROD, L.J., said that if a statutory tenant were in such a 
hopeless condition that there was no possible chance of her ever 
being able to leave the hospital and return to the house it could 
not be the intention of the Rent Restrictions Acts that the 
statutory tenancy should be allowed to continue. There could 
not be an intention if the mind was no longer capable of forming 
one. Intention for this purpose must be more than a vague 
wish toreturn ; it must be a real hope coupled with the practicable 
possibility of its fulfilment within a reasonable time. On the 
evidence in this borderline case the judge was entitled to find 
that this tenant had an intention, in that sense, to return. The 
appeal should be dismissed. 

WILLMER, L.]J., concurring in dismissing the appeal, said that 
the question to be determined was whether there had or had not 
been an abandonment of possession or occupation, and the 
burden of proving that was on the landlord. In deciding that 
question the fact of prolonged absence was a potent circumstance, 
but once it was explained by proof of facts which did not of 
themselves involve an actual intention to abandon possession, the 
burden again shifted to the landlord of proving affirmatively 
that the tenant had abandoned possession. If that was the 
true view, the landlords’ claim here must fail, for on the evidence 
they had failed to prove that this tenant had abandoned possession 
of these premises. 


Upjoun, L.J., said that he accepted that where a tenant’s 
absence was prolonged and unintermittent, the onus lay on him 
of establishing an intention to return if he sought the protection 
of the Rent Restrictions Acts. The relevant test was not whether 
the tenant had abandoned possession. Nor was it sufficient to 
establish an intention to return. The ultimate fact to be 
established was that of occupation, for it was only those in 
occupation whom the Acts protected. If by reason of mental 
or physical illness or for some other reason the intention to

WILL: CONSTRUCTION: MEANING OF 
“ MY SURVIVING CHILDREN ” 


In re James’s Will Trusts 
Buckley, J. 14th November, 1960. 
Adjourned summons. 


A testator gave his residuary estate to trustees to pay the 
income thereof to his wife until her death or remarriage, 
and thereafter equally between his children for his or her 
life, and after the death of any child, to hold the share of 
income and capital of such deceased child for all the children 
of such deceased child who should attain the age of twenty- 
one in equal shares, and “in case any of my children shall 
die without leaving any child or issue living at his or her 
death then the share of such deceased child shall be held 
upon the same trusts for the benefit of my surviving children 
and their, his or her children or issue as are hereinbefore 
declared concerning their original share of” the residuary 


estate. The testator, who died on 26th July, 1903, was 
survived by his wife and all his five children. His wife 
died without having remarried on 7th November, 1921. 


Two of his sons died bachelors on 28th August, 1911, and 
25th October, 1935, respectively. One daughter, EF, died on 
9th December, 1941, she having had two daughters both of 
whom attained twenty-one and married but died without 
issue on 17th June, 1942, and 6th August, 1958. A third 
son died on 24th June, 1956, having had four children all of 
whom were alive. A second daughter, M, died on 11th Janu- 
ary, 1960, a spinster. The plaintiff, the sole trustee of the 
testator, took out an orginating summons to determine whether, 
on the true construction of the will and in the events that 
had happened, the original and accrued shares of residue to 
the income of which M was entitled immediately before her 
death, and the income thereof from and after her death, was 
undisposed of by the will. 


BucKLEy, J., having considered all the authorities on the 
constructic of the word “ surviving,” said that the words 
“my survy.ving children’’ should be given their natural 
meaning, there being no reason for construing them in any 
secondary sense. This was so, even though one consequence 
of this construction was that the chances of the testator’s 
grandchildren benefiting under the accruer clause would 
depend on the order in which the testator’s children might 
die, and another consequence was that there would be an 
intestacy as to the last surviving child of the testator if that 
child died without leaving any child or issue living at his or 
her death. The original and accrued shares of residue to 
which .7 was entitled immediately before her death were, 
therefore, undisposed of by the will. Declaration accordingly.

On 13th April, 1956, a local authority received an illegitimate 
child into their care under s. 1 (1) of the Children Act, 1948, 
on the ground that he had been abandoned by his mother, and 
on the same day arranged for him to be boarded out with 
Mr. and Mrs. X, in whose care he had been for some two years, 
who signed an undertaking to return him to the local authority 
if requested. Mr. X died on Ist April, 1957. In October, 
1957, the local authority resolved under s. 2 of the Act of 
1948 that all the rights and powers of the mother be vested 
in them. In June, 1960, the local authority formed the view 
that the boarding out of the child with Mrs. X was not in his 
best interests and asked her to return the child to them. 
She refused to do so on the ground that she had always 
cared for him and that it was not in his best interests that 
he should be removed from her. On 26th August, 1960, the 
local authority issued a summons for an order of habeas 
corpus originally returnable on 3rd October, 1960, but 
adjourned until 19th October, 1960, to enable Mrs. X to 
apply for legal aid and to file evidence in answer. On 
14th October, 1960, Mrs. X issued a summons under s. 9 
of the Law Reform (Miscellaneous Provisions) Act, 1949, 
as a result of which the child became a ward of court. On 
19th October the habeas corpus application was adjourned 
generally. The local authority issued a summons on 
21st October, 1960, for an order that the child should cease 
to be a ward of court. The summons was heard in chambers 
and adjourned into open court for judgment. 

Cross, J., said that the facts that the local authority had 
all the rights of the mother and that Mrs. X had signed the 
undertaking did not in themselves preclude the court from 
exercising the jurisdiction delegated to it by the Sovereign 
as parens patriae to consider whether it was in the best 
interests of the ward that he should be taken away from 
Mrs. X. The question which he had to decide was whether 
the Children Act, 1948, although not expressed to bind the 
Crown, did not by necessary implication take away or limit 
the Crown's right to inquire into the well-being of children 
who had been taken into the care of a local authority. The 
courts were reluctant to hold that a statute not expressed 
to bind the Crown bound it by implication, and he agreed, 
but viewing the matter as free from authority the provisions 
of the Act of 1948 led inevitably to the conclusion that the 
prerogative had been restricted. If the court took upon 
itself to inquire into the well-being of a child in the care of a 
local authority, whether the child was boarded out or was in 
some home run by the local authority, the judge might, 
theoretically at least, reach the conclusion that the child 
ought to be removed altogether from the care of the local 
authority and committed to the care of some other person. 
But if an order were made to this effect the court would be 
making it impossible for the local authority to carry out the 
duty imposed upon it by the Act. So long, therefore, as the 
local authority was acting within the powers given to it by the 
Act, the court had no right, let alone any duty, to inquire 
into the wisdom of its decisions. The Act was construed 
in substantially the same way by a Divisional Court of the 
Queen's Bench Division in habeas corpus proceedings reported 
under the title Jn re A. B. (An Infant) [1954] 2 0.B. 385. 
Whatever might have been the position in the past, since the 
Judicature Acts a judge in habeas corpus proceedings con- 
cerning an infant considered the matter exactly as though he 
were exercising the Chancery jurisdiction over wards of court,

NATIONAL INSURANCE CONTRIBUTIONS : 
JURISDICTION OF JUSTICES TO MITIGATE 
PAYMENT OF ARREARS 
Leach v. Litchfield 
Lord Parker, C.]., Ashworth and Elwes, J ]. 
llth November, 1960 

Appeal by case stated by Godalming justices. 

The defendant was summoned before justices for failing to 
pay a contribution which he was liable to pay under the 
National Insurance Acts, 1946 to 1957, as a self-employed 
person, contrary to s. 2 (6) of the National Insurance Act, 
1946. A notice was also served on the defendant, together 
with the summons, under reg. 19 of the National Insurance 
(Contributions) Regulations, 1948 (S.I. 1948 No. 1417), that, 
in the event of his being convicted of the offence, it was 
intended to give evidence of his failure to pay other contribu- 
tions, which together with the contribution the subject of the 
summons, amounted to {£19 16s. The defendant pleaded 
guilty to the offence and the justices found that he had failed 
to pay contributions which he was liable to pay amounting to 
£19 16s. Instead of making an order that the defendant 
should pay that amount, the justices imposed a fine and, 
taking into consideration his financial circumstances, reduced 
the sum of {19 16s. to £5 and ordered the latter sum to be 
paid at the rate of 5s. a week, purporting to do so by virtue 
of powers conferred on them by s. 27 (1) of the Magistrates’ 
Courts Act, 1952. The prosecutor appealed against the 
reduction of the order. 

Lorp PARKER, C.J., said that the words shall be 
recoverable as a penalty ” in reg. 19 (5) of the regulations did 
not mean that the arrears ordered to be paid were a penalty, 
but that they were to be recovered in like manner as if they 
were a penalty. Accordingly, the order for arrears in no 
sense being a penalty or a fine, s. 27 (1) of the Magistrates’ 
Courts Act, 1952, did not apply and the justices had no power 
to reduce the order. The appeal should be allowed. 


ASHWORTH and E.wes, JJ., agreed. Appeal allowed.

Rent Restriction—DrEconTROL—NEW LEASE—TENANT OF 
Fiat Not tn OccuPpATION 


Q. A client owns a parade consisting of lock-up shops on the 
ground floor and flats with separate entrance above. The 
lessee of shop A also holds flat B (over an adjoining shop) under 
a separate oral weekly tenancy at what was the legally recover- 
able rent under the Rent Acts prior to the Rent Act, 1957, this 
flat being occupied by the manager of shop A, to whom it was 
probably sub-let. The lessee has assigned his lease of shop A 
to an assignee and a new lease is being granted to the assignee. 
No rent for flat B has been taken from the assignee as he would 
like to take a new lease or tenancy of the flat. Having regard 
to s. 11 (2) of the Rent Act, 1957, can the new letting of flat B 
to the assignee be at the present market rental, which is two or 
three times the old controiled rent, notwithstanding the sub- 
tenancy? If there is any doubt about this presumably the 


new lease of shop A could also comprise flat B, and the rent 
thereby reserved include the market rental of the flat. 


A. As the flat is within the rateable value limit we agree that 
the present tenancy is controlled as regards rent, though the 
tenant is not in occupation: Carter v. S.U. Carburettor Co. 
[1942] 2 K.B. 288. But in our opinion, if that tenancy were 
determined, whether by notice to quit or by surrender, a tenancy 
granted to someone else—the assignee of the lease of shop A— 
would be a tenancy to which the main provision of the Rent 
Act, 1957, s. 11 (2), applied, the proviso not applying. It is, 
perhaps, worth emphasising that it is the tenancy, not the 
dwelling, which is excluded from the Rent Acts; if the manager 
of shop 4 is indeed a sub-tenant, the transaction (and this would 
apply if a new lease comprising both properties were granted 
to the assignee) would not affect Aim either as regards rent 
limit or as regards security of tenure.
